His 
wisdom, insight, maturity and quick wit will be missed by all of us at GW. He has become 
a dear and respected friend.” 

As vice president, Weingold administered the five components of the Medical 
Center: the University Hospital, the Medical Faculty Associates, the School of Medicine 
and Health Sciences, the School of Public Health and Health Services, and The George 
Washington University Health Plan. Most recently, he helped negotiate a complex 
partnership agreement between GW and Universal Health Services, Inc., to maintain and 
enhance GW Hospital, one of the oldest academic hospitals in the nation. 
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Succeeding Weingold as vice president for medical affairs on an acting basis will 
be John F. Williams, M.D., Ed.D , who currently serves as medical director of GW 
Hospital and senior associate dean for graduate medical education. Williams also is a 
professor of anesthesiology and has been the co-director of the Intensive Care Unit at GW 
Hospital. 

“I take tremendous comfort in the appointment of Dr Williams on an acting basis 
to this important position,” added Trachtenberg. “He has succeeded in every challenge he 
has faced in his 15-year career at GW and has won the hard-earned respect and admiration 
of his peers in the medical community ”

Kee Appointed Upon Retirement of Dean F. David Fowler 

WASHINGTON - The George Washington University has named James Edwin 
Kee as interim dean of the GW School of Business and Public Management. Kee, senior 
associate dean of the school and professor of public administration, was appointed July 
29, 1997. F. David Fowler, who served as dean since 1992, retired on July 1, 1997. 

“Jed brings to the position an outstanding background in both higher education 
and public management,” said GW Vice President for Academic Affairs Don Lehman. 
“We are pleased that he has accepted this appointment and have every confidence he will 
continue to build on the foundation established by David Fowler during his five very 
successful years as dean.” 

As senior associate dean, Kee has been responsible for long range planning and 
budgeting, faculty development and curriculum planning. He joined GW in 1985 as an 
associate professor of public administration, leaving a 17-year career in the New York 
and Utah state governments. At GW, Kee was promoted to professor in 1992, became 
chair of the Department of Public Administration in 1992-93 and was named senior 
associate dean in July 1993.

In 1976 he 
became Utah’s state planning coordinator and in 1978 he was named the state budget 
director. From 1981-1985, Kee served as the first executive director of the Utah 
Department of Administrative Services and was responsible for the state’s financial 
management and administration. He was Utah Governor Scott M. Matheson’s liaison to 
the National Governors’ Association when the governor was chairman and also served as 
president of the National Association of State Budget Officers. 
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For four years Kee served as managing editor of Public Budgeting & Finance and 
has published numerous articles on federal and state budget and fiscal policy, 
intergovernmental relations and public management, including articles in The Harvard 
Law Review, Public Administration Review and Public Budgeting & Finance. Also, he 
co-authored “ Out of Balance ” with former Governor Matheson. 

Kee earned his bachelor’s degree in history from the University of Notre Dame and 
his master’s in public administration and juris doctorate degrees from New York 
University, where he was a Root-Tilden Scholar. Previously, Kee taught at New York 
University’s law school. City University of New York (Lehman and Hunter Colleges) and 
the University of Utah. During the 1991-1992 academic year, Kee was a visiting scholar at 
the Urban Institute in Washington, D C. 

Noted for his dedication to education, Kee is currently serving as president of 
Green Acres School in Maryland, a progressive K-8 grade school. He is also treasurer of 
Metropolitan Ballet Theatre, where his wife, Suzanne Erlon, is the artistic director

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GW PARTNERS WITH HOWARD UNIVERSITY TO TURN AT-RISK YOUTH INTO 
TRAINED COMPUTER EMPLOYEES FOR THE BUSINESS COMMUNITY 

First of Its Kind Personal Computer Support Certificate Program Targeted to 

Adams-Morgan, Columbia Heights, Mount Pleasant and Shaw Neighborhood Youth 

Washington -- The George Washington University Office of Community Service’s Neighbors 
Project, Division of University Programs (DUP) and Center for Career Education (CCE) have 
partnered with Howard University to provide at-risk youth with the opportunity to work and study 
side-by-side with GW and Howard University AmeriCorps college students while completing a 
Personal Computer Support Certificate Program. 

Beginning in August, a pre-college Youth Corps of 10 multi-ethnic, at-risk students from the 
Adams-Morgan, Columbia Heights, Mount Pleasant, Le Detroit Park and Shaw communities who have 
an interest in the computer field and continuing their education will work hand-in-hand with 25 college 
students from the GW/Howard University AmeriCorps Program while participating in the Personal 
Computer Support Certificate Program. As members of AmeriCorps, the Youth Corps members, who 
are between the ages of 18 and 25, will be required to fulfill 900 hours of volunteer work in the non¬ 
profit community and complete AmeriCorps training and coursework for the PC Support Certificate 
Program. In return, the students will receive a Certificate of Completion from GW’s DUP and 
educational vouchers for $2,363 which can be applied toward any educational institution or training 
program. Also, the GW Neighbors Project will provide counseling to assist students in achieving their 
educational and career goals beyond the program. 

"The program focuses on making students competitive in the marketplace by giving them 
hands-on entry-level computer technology skills for positions as network technicians and office support 
staff," says Roger Whitaker, associate vice president for Academic Development and Continuing 
Education. "Our goal is to further develop the program beyond this initiative to serve the Welfare to 
Work community as well as to answer the high-technology business community’s call for qualified 
computer employees." 

In addition to Corps training in communications, conflict resolution, job readiness, leadership 
and community-development, the Youth Corps will receive year-long, practical hands-on computer 
training. Students will learn Windows ’95, Microsoft Office, the Internet and more technical lessons in 
PC and network maintenance. The PC Support Certificate Program is adapted from CCE’s graduate- 
level Personal Computer Specialist Certificate Program. 
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Students will attend a three-hour class four mornings a week for nine months at Calvary 
Bilingual Multicultural Learning Center, a neighborhood-based center which has state-of-the-art 
computers. Each day will be treated as any "9-5" working day with specific activities programmed and 
managed by the GW and HU AmeriCorps project directors. Students will be encouraged to apply their 
newly acquired computer skills at their afternoon volunteer placements in local non-profit agencies on 
projects involving afterschool youth programs, database development and computer system 
troubleshooting. Also, students will be encouraged to seek internships, mentoring or "shadowing" and 
employment opportunities through CCE’s database of prospective sponsors. 

The students were selected for this program by the staff of the non-profit, community-based 
organizations in their communities for their interest in working in the computer industry and 
continuing their education beyond high school. For those who need to complete a high school degree, 
arrangements will be made for them to take a high school equivalency program through a local GED 
program. 

GW’s Neighbors Project, DUP and CCE partnership with Howard University will incorporate a 
number of community-based, non-profit agencies such as the Calvary Bilingual Multicultural Learning 
Center, New Community After School and Advocacy Program, Northwest Settlement House in 
Richmond Center and Martha’s Table. In 1997-98, GW will collaborate with Howard University to 
continue to deliver its community-based education, public safety, human resources and environmental 
services to the local neighborhoods through several non-profit agencies and the D.C. Public Schools. 

An AmeriCorps grant will provide each student with a $4,000 stipend and child care, as 
needed, for the year. The costs for the PC Support Certificate Program component of this initiative is 
approximately $2,000 per youth and will be supported separately through corporate sponsors. 

Currently, the University is working to identify community businesses and private foundations to 
sponsor a pre-college student’s tuition. Additional program costs will be covered by the Corporation 
for National Service and The George Washington University. 

The GW Neighbors Project was first funded by a grant from the Corporation for National 
Service AmeriCorps Learn and Serve Program in 1994. The 1997 Neighbors Project seeks to build a 
bridge between the University and Shaw, a nearby neighborhood in Northwest Washington. Neighbors 
strives to funnel the University’s community service energy into this neighborhood, in the hope that 
these service efforts can build upon one another over time toward more significant social change. The 
Neighbors members work closely with Shaw area schools, agencies and community centers to develop 
opportunities for volunteers. Neighbors believes that community service not only has an impact on the 
community but also provides a valuable learning experience for volunteers.

Gargano, Peller, Sherrill and Strong Assume New Leadership Roles 

GW Vice President for Student and Academic Support Services 
(SASS) Dr. Robert A. Chernak announced August 1 the immediate 
reorganization of the Division, as well as the promotion of four 
individuals to new leadership positions. Chernak noted in making 
the announcement that the reorganization reflects a dramatically 
different approach to the provision of services to students 
within the areas that report to him, one that is responsive to 
and consistent with the changing needs and expectations of the 
University's student population, in a more efficient and cost- 
effective manner. 

■ The Community Living and Learning Center has been 
established and will be directed by Associate Dean Jan- 
Mitchell Sherrill under the aegis of the Dean of 
Students. The Center will address the needs of the 
University's community of students as they relate to 
such issues as substance abuse, off-camous housing, 
residence hall activities and freshman concerns 
specifically.

THE GEORGE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY AND SAIC TO ESTABLISH 
MICROSOFT TRAINING PROGRAM 


WASHINGTON -- The George Washington University and Science 
Applications International Corporation (SAIC) will offer a 
Microsoft Certified Systems Engineer (MCSE) training program chis 
fall. This joint effort marks the first time that a high- 
technology company and a major university in the Washington area 
have teamed to provide professional, certified Windows NT 
engineering training. 

"The business community has been asking educational 
institutions to help to train the high-technology workforce," 
said Janice Glenar, manager of GW's information technology 
program of the Center for Career Education. "This proves that 
this university has been listening and is providing a way to meet 
business' needs." 

"Through this alliance with GW, we will able to provide 
students with both academic and theoretical knowledge, and the 
practical skills necessary to perform well in the workplace," 
said Abby Mackness, SAIC's vice president for information 
technology. "Also, we will be helping to solve one of the 
business community's greatest challenges -- the high-tech 
workforce shortage." 

The courses will be offered in Washington, D.C., and Tysons 
Corner, Va. SAIC-trained and certified product specialists will 
teach many of the courses. A total of six courses will be 
required as part of the MCSE curriculum. To receive 
certification, students will be required to pass a series of 
Microsoft Corporation tests. 

"Some authorized training educational centers offer similar 
training programs, but this is the only one in this area that has 
the Microsoft stamp of approval as an academic program," said 
Mackness. 

The demand for engineers with Windows NT-certified training 
is well documented. A recent survey by GW's Virginia Campus found 
that Windoows NT is the dominant operating system in the D.C. 
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metro area and that the most difficult positions to staff are 
those required for the development, implementation and support of 
NT applications. In addition, it recommended establishing a 
training center in Fairfax County. It is estimated that a college 
graduate who has successfully completed the MCSE program could 
receive a salary of about $45,000 during the first year of 
employment. 

"We intend to track our students in order to determine how 
this certification program is helping them in their careers," 
said Glenar. "We have every reason to believe that it will be 
beneficial to them individually, to their prospective employers 
and to the high-tech community." 

All of the instruction will involve hands-on, state-of-the- 
art computer equipment in laboratories using Microsoft's official 
curriculum. Classes will be designed to optimize interaction and 
accountability between the instructors and the students.

Background: 

Internationally acclaimed as one of today’s leading conductors. National Symphony 
Orchestra Music Director Leonard Slatkin made his debut with the National Symphony Orchestra in 
1978 and subsequently appeared with the Orchestra both at the Kennedy Center and at Wolf Trap. 
Now an exclusive BMG/RCA recording artist, Slatkin has recorded three discs with the National 
Symphony Orchestra, the first of which won the 1996 Grammy Award for Best Classical 
Recording. His career on disc includes over 100 recordings with the Saint Louis Symphony 
Orchestra, the Philharmonia (London), the London Philharmonic, London Symphony Orchestra and 
the Bayerische Rundfunk, all of which have been recognized with three other Grammy awards and 
more than 50 Grammy nominations. 

In addition to his position with the National Symphony Orchestra, Slatkin serves as principal 
guest conductor of London’s Philharmonia Orchestra. He regularly appears with the orchestras of 
New York, Philadelphia, Chicago, Cleveland, Boston, San Francisco, Los Angeles, Paris, Berlin, 
London, Tokyo and Tel Aviv. Also, he has appeared with the Saint Louis Symphony at the 
Kennedy Center, at a White House performance and in a concert leading the American-Soviet 
Youth Orchestra on the West Lawn of the Capitol. 
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Throughout his career Slatkin has demonstrated a continuing commitment to arts education 
and to reaching diverse audiences. In 1969 he founded the Saint Louis Symphony Youth Orchestra 
and he has worked with numerous young musicians in this country and abroad. In 1990 he was one 
of the principal conductors for the world tour of the American-Soviet Youth Orchestra, and he has 
directed the European Community Youth Orchestra. Also, he has worked with student orchestras at 
his alma mater The Juilliard School, Curtis Institute of Music, Manhattan School and the Eastman 
School. While with the Saint Louis Symphony, he instituted its IN UNISON program and its 
Composers-in-Residence program.
